“ For the last four monthe there have been 
several cases where negro men have assault- 
ed white women of the highest moral standing 
in Chattanooga, the treatment received by 


the victim in every case being most brutel. | 


You can imagine the feeling that existe in 
Chattanooga as a result of these outrages. 

“The large majority of the citizens of Chat- 
tanooga are law abiding an@ absolutely dis- 
approve of lynch law or any other form of 
lawlessness, and we feel the members of the 
mob that lynched Johnson and the officials 
who did not prevent the lynching should be 
punished, and they wild be, if the federal au- 
thorities will let the local coyrte handie’ 
the case. 

* But there are about 25,000 negroes in and 
around Chattanooga, and when any of the 
officials concerned in the case or members 
of the mob that outraged law and order are 
arrested by the federal authorities a ma- 
jority of the negroes will misconstrue the 
aétion of the government, and asa result a 
race war of grave proportions, in my opinion, 
will be the inevitatile result.”

Mr. Bddy’s Main Objection. 

‘‘ Mr. Eddy’s main objection is that unifica- 
tion is impossible,’ the mayor said. “If it 
is impossible, them it is impossible to do 
business with the companies on any tefms 
or any conditions, even for a twenty year 
franchise. If it is inrpossible then there 
must have been some dishonesty when the 
companies presented their proposition to the 
local transportation committee and made as 
their chief claim for a renewal of the fran- 
chige that it would mean one 
fare. If it is impossible, then it is impossible 
to-eonsider any terms with the companies. 
.“ Even granting Mr. Eddy’s contentions, 

which are not correct, it would not follow 
that municipal ownership is out of the ques-. 
tion. I know three distinct lines’on the west 
side, and that is why I insist upon the com- 
panies getting together. What would_be 
the difficultiy with the companies getting to- 
gether under a trust deed and arranging 
terms with the city? 

“But the astonishing thing that Mr. Eddy 
says is that the stockholders would take 
Mueler certificates, when all the other people 
interested in the traction companies say that 
they are unsalable. 


“Legal Status of Contentions. 

“As far as the legal status of his conten- 
tions is concerned, I want to confer upon 
those pointe before I answer him. I would 
not advocate any partial municipal system, 
as I think that it should include all the Mnes. 
The traction companies are receiving $50,000 
daily in fares. That makes about $18,250,000 
a year. Taking 60 per cent of this for oper- 
ating etpenses that would leave $7,800,000, 
which would pay 10 per cent on $100,000,000. 
But a municipal system would not cost as 
much as $75,000,000, and on thie the interest 

ad amoynt to only $3,750,000. The roads 
could be reconstructed and rehabilitated for 
less than $75,000,000, 

‘“‘ I want.to find any municipal system that 
hae failed after it was once started. And 
wherever there are municipal roads the fares 
are much less. They do not charge more 
than an average of 8centsa ride. In London 
the average rate is 2 cents and 50,000,000 peo- 
ple ride for 1 cent a ride each year. Here we 
would operate for 5 cents until the fare could 
be lowered.”’ 

The mayor refdsed: to substantiate the 
story that (arence Knight, representing the 
Yerkes estate, had called on him with an 
offer to trade the Yerkes holdings in the 
bonds of the Consolidated Traction company 
for Mueller law certificates. 

“Mr. Knight talked traction matters over 
with me,’’ said the mayor, “ but it wae not 
with the idea of making any bargain of any 
kind."’ 

Traction Expert Sees Errors. 

Glen E.. Plumb, the mayor’s traction ex- 
pert, took issue with Mr. Eddy as follows: 

“ Mrt Eddy is in error, In the first place, in 
the distinction he tries to make between the 
ordinances giving the city the right to pur- 
chase and those giving the city merely the 
right to let some other party purchase. The 
courts have held, as in the Indianapolis gas 
case, that when the city had the option to 
purchase or otherwise dispose of the com- 
pany’s plant, it was none of the company’s 
business .which the city elected to do. 

“He sees further embarrassment for the 
city in the likelihood that the city will have 
to take over antique equipment of every 
kind. There is considerable doubt about that. 
The Supreme court may hold that no such 
obligation exists. 

“Third, ‘his scheme does not provide a 
unified system, but maintains the present 
division of the city into three sides with mu- 
nicipal ownership on the south and private 
ownership on: the north and west sides. Op- 
eration under such a combination I deem 
nearly impossible. That would be municipal 


ownership under the most unfavorable cir- i 


cumstances. 

* Finally, the evident intention of the sug- 
gestion is to give the owners of the north and 
west side properties an opportunity, which 
they have ignored for the last ten years,>to 
bring the service into condition before being 
compelled ‘to sell. No advantage can accrue 
to the city from postponing the solution of 
the problem.” 


Ald. Foreman Opposes Eddy’s Plan. 

“TIT have not read Mr. Eddy'’s proposal,”’ 
Ald. Milton G, Foreman said, “‘ with the cate 
it deserves, but in what I did read I could 
find no reason for purchasing the south side 
line and nor purchasing the others. Mr. Eddy 
might: as well make up his mind that this 
settlement has got to be for the whole city. 
We cannot tinker with it plecemeal any 
longer. 

“Furthermore, why should we begin with 
the south side company and let .the others 
continue under private ownership? We van 
step in ‘tomorrow and take the:latter. There 
is nothing to hinder us, whereas the Chicago 
City raitway company has property of con- 
siderahle value which would haveto be ap- 
praised and purchased.” 


Thinks Discussion Will Be Futile. 

Ald. Charles Werno, chairman of the com- 
mittee on local transportation, said: 

“ Discussion of any short term franchise 
to the north. and west side com les is 
likely to prove futile, if the peoplé vote for 
municipal ownership at the polls. Mr. Eddy 
assumes the passage of the $75,000,000 cer- 
tificate ordinance on the 1 ballot, but 
forgets that the same majori , In all proba- 
bility, will vote that’ no franchises shall be 
granted to street railway companies.’ ”’ 


Urges a Unified Management. 
From Ald. Dever, “the right arm of the 
administration,” came the following? | 
“I think the city could get the same results 
by licensing the companies as it would 
Baton gp them ‘short term fran- 
chises,’ It as well be recognized that 
the day for franchises is past."

COLLEGE MEN ARE DEFENDED. 


President ‘of Western Reserve, Uni- 
versity Declares Few of Them 
Swerve from Rectitude. 


~Charies F.. Thwing, president of Western 
Reserve university, spoke at the annual 
meeting of the Northwestern Alumni asso- 
ciation. of that institution last night‘in refu- 
tatiorf of the statements credited to reformers 
that they find a large proportion of college 
bred men among the men with whom they 
work. 

“Tt is seldom that college: graduates g0o 
to the bad,’’ said President Thwing, * and it 
is seldom that their lives or careers are inef- 
ficient. Less than five college men out of 
one hundred become moral reprobates, and 1 
think that less than 10 per cent lead useless 
careers. Ninety-five. college men out of 
every hundred are reputable and ninety men 
out of every hundred are making seme con- 
tribution of worth for the betterment of the 
community. 

“I have had a personal acquaintance with 
hundreds; or with thousands, of college 
graduates, and the number who go wrong 
is much less than many popular interpreta- | 
tions of statistics indicate. 

“ Dissipation usually is revolting to men of 
good taste, College men are stipposed to be 
gentlemen. They embody the canons of 
good taste. Their intellectual character, if 
not their moral, develops high appreciations. 
Therefore, most forms of dissipation are to 
them repulsive. The atmosphere of the 
academic life contradicts appetite.’”’

- Must Return Son-in-Law’s Graft. 


The eighth cause of action charges Mr. 
McCurdy with being responsible for a loss to 
the company of $970,000 through improvi- 
dence and want of faithfulnessand diligence 
in employing the firm of C. H. Raymond & Co. 
as the general agents of the Mutual in the 
Metropolitan district, and in continuing and 
even increasing the rates of commissions 
paid to the firm after it hdd become ap- 
parent that they were making exorbitant 
profits at the expense of the plaintiff. 

The complaint alleges that Louls A. The- 
baud, Mr. McCurdy’s son-in-law, was 
into the Raymond firm in 1893 as the suc- 
cessor to Robert H. McCurdy, the defend- 
ant’s son, who had been appointed superin- 
tendent of the Mutuat’s foreign department 
by President McCurdy; that prior to enter- 
‘ing the partnership Thebaud had been em- 
ployed as a clerk in the office of the Mutual's 
general agent for New Jersey, and that 
upon entering the firm he got a quarter 
interest, which was increased in 1896 to one- 
half, in 1902 to two-thirds, and in 1903 to 
‘three-fourths, making a total net profit to 
him of nearly $800,000 from 1893 to 1964. 

This was irrespective of Thebaud’s interest 
in large amounts paid to the firm out of the 
Mutual's: money “ practically as gratuities.’’ 
Thete gratuities are said to aggregate not 
less than $500,000 and to have been paid to the 
firm without any consideration moving the 

plaintiff. These gratuities were not dis- 
cheand by the Armstrong committee. 


How His “Gratuities” Increased. 


It is charged further that these gratuities 
and the rates of commission received by the 
firth of Raymond & Co. increaged as the in- 
terest of Mr. Thebaud in the firm increased, 
and that in the year 1006 the net profits of the 
firm from its alleged contracts with the 
plaintiff would have exceeded $200,000 had 
payments thereon not been stopped by the 
Mutual in November, 1905. 

Mr. McCurdy, it is alleged, knew or ought 
to ‘have known of this condition of affairs 
and is responsible for it through his lack of 
faithfulness and vigilance in the discharge 
of his duties to the plaintiff. 

The ninth cause of action relates to the 
sum of $1,282,841.12 received by Robert H. 
McCurdy as commissions while superin- 
tendent of the foreign department from 1886 
to November, 1905. The complaint charges 
that by reason of President McCurdy’s un- 
faithfulmess and neglect these commissions 
had been allowed at raies which the enor- 
mous increase in the foreign business ren- 
dered “ exorbitant and unnecessary.”’ 


Judgment for Big Total Asked. 


It ie charged further that Robert H. Mc- 
Curdy while acting as superintendent of the 


; 


years been a member of the firm of Charles 
H.. Raymond & Co. and had received a large 
share of the profits therefrom, and finally 
that the services of the younger McCurdy 
as superintendent could have been amply 
compensated by a salary of not exceeding 
$20,000 a year. 

The plaintiff demands judgment against 
Mr. McCurdy for the total mentioned abovs. 
The total payments by the Mutual to the 
McCurdy family, including Son-in-Law The- 
baud, as. disclosed by the Armstrong insur- 
ance committee, amounted to $4,534,120. The 
former president is thus held for more than 
two-thirds of the total amount. 


Shock to McCurdy’s Friends. 


The complaints in the remaining actions 
begun by the Mutual are being prepared and 
will, it is understood, be arrived at at an early 
date. 

Mr. McCurdy is now in Europe. He left 
orders to have his counsel accept service 
of the papers in the Mutual Life actions. 
Mr. McCurdy’s friends have said he would 
be amply able to meet any claim which the 
Mutual might bring against him, but it is 
doubtful whether they expected anything so 
fcrmidable as the present claim. 

President Alexander E. Orr of the Néw 
York Life Insurance company said today the 
charge made by Samuel Untermyer that 
$50,000 or $60,000 of the policy holders’ money 
had been spent in campdigning for proxies 
to re@lect the present management was un-

Others try to be clean and right’ Standing 
before theee others, however, is the financial 
success of these two papers. The people 
demand hot stuff at so much per and their 
needs are met by these publications. These 
papers play in the guise of leading public 
opinion. I have no words but words of praise 
for honest papers. . 


Base Motives in Journalism. 
“In our days criticism of public officers is 
right—stinging criticism, if it-be just. But 
let me illustrate concretely the type of paper 
that would mold public opinion and yet be 
actuated by base motives. Concrete illus- 
trations come back so much better than beau- 
tiful sentiments, as I remarked today to a 
judge. [Laughter.} 

“ I“was investigating a certain large cor- 
poration of this city. The city editor of a 
paper came to me with an article in galley 
proof about it. The statements in the article 
were false. I told him the report of my ac- 
countants, though not yet finished, showed 
that. Now, it isn’t a rule for city editors to 
visit public officials, Public officials some- 
times go to them with their hat in théir 
hand. I said it was an unqualified falsehood, 
so far as my investigation went. His reply 
was they were going to publish it anyhow. 


How One City Editor Worked. 

“There was a man in those days, since 
become borough president, a yellow dog 
without courage. A certain man on this 
newspaper wrote to him: ‘ There is going 
to be something doing.’ He wrote: ‘ Go 
short such and such a stock.’ This borough 
president, I am informed, did so for the~ 
aceount of this newspaper's men.- Then in 
a few days an article was published. Then 
in a day or two the borough president, to 
ingratiate himself with the strong financial 
elements concerned, turned over to them the 
letter from the city editor. This financier 
had it phetographed. And then, gentlemen, 
a certain. man, who roams over the face of 
the earth and has been in many wares, went 
to this financial gentleman and said: ‘If 
you give us the. photograph and plate we'll 
deal fairly always with you in the future.’ 
And this capitalist gave up the letter. From 
that day to this the paper has vied with the 
other ‘ yellow’ in exploiting him in head 
lines, banging him as hard as it could. 

‘* Gentlemen, these*are facts. Let me give 
you sOme more. Another time a great news- 
paper goes to a certain lawyer. ‘ You repre- 
sent insurance grafters,’ it said. ‘ Turn up 
sémething on the district attorney now that 
he has interests In Wall street, and we’l! 
say something nice,in the paper.’ It hap- 
pened that the man Was a gentleman, but a 
shadow was cast on the whole profession. 
And in the office of that newspaper, written 
in large letters on the wall, are the words, 
“Accuracy, Terseness.’ ‘* Accuracy,’ while 
the city editors are speculating and going 
short on Metropolitan Street railroad stock. 

Yellow Dog with Courage. 

“Only a few days ago these papers cried 
‘Andrew Hamilton must be brought back.’ 
He comes back and goes before the senate 
committee. He said: ‘I want to show that 
a yellow dog isia dog with courage.’ He did 
it bravely. He did it rightly.” He stuck 
true to his own traditions. But it was a 
yellow dog who spoke it. But, gentlemen, 
this yellow journalism, which yesterday was 
crying for his blood, exploits him now against 
men who deny his allegations. 

“Take these words from the lips ot the 
dying McCall: ‘He refused to accept the 
duty unless it was sécret, and I assented to 
that proposition,’ and yet his words—al. 
though. the meanest criminal fs always pre- 
sumed to be innocent—yet his words you 
disregard and you accept the worda of such 
an one to stamp him and Bliss and the others 
as felong. Is not the character of any one 
to count for anything in the community 
in which they live?

Will Get $40,000 Income from Fund 
Set Aside by Divorced Husband, 
Street Car Man.

Legislative Commiasion of Five Mem- 
bers Provided—It Shall Have Power 
‘to Employ Clerical and Legal As- 

y sistance and Summon Witnesses 
and Documents—Members to Re- 
ceive $10 Day—Report to He Made 
to Assembly as tq Investigations. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 23.—[Special.}j—It- 
the measure reported by the senate insurance 
committee tonight becomes a law it will lead 
to an extensive investigation of life insur- 
ance confpanies doihg business in Iowa. 

Quite a sensation was created early in the 
session by a resolution by Senator Molsberry 
providing for investigation of life insurance 
companies. At the same time.a bill was in- 
troduced by Senator Warren providing that 


investigation be HMmited to reports in the } 


state auditor’s office. This afternoon the 
senate committee voted out the bill combin- 
ing prov of the resolution and the War- 
ren bill. It provides for al tive insur- 
ance commission of five members of the legis- 
lature appointed by the president of the 

ate and speaker of the house. The comm 
sion ne its sessions at the adjournment 
of the general assembly, and has power to 
empldby clerical and legal] assistance and sum- 
mon witnesses and documents. 


Power in Commission. 

Section 5 of the proposed bill which defines 
the duties of commissioners is ag-follows: 

“Tie commission shall. have the power to | 
investigate the system, practice, character, | 
and policies! of all insurance companies and 
all insurance written by the insurance com- 
panies doing business in this state; to ex- 
amine all the methods employed by them 


other corporations; the salaries paid to their 
officers and employés, and their securities and 
investments. The commission shall have ac- 
cess at all times to the office of the auditor of 
state, and the auditor shall render to the 
commission such ald and assistance ag it is 
within hie power to give.” * 


Report to Be Made Annually. 

The report of the commission is to be filed 
on or before Dec. 1, 1906; and printed for dis- 
tribution to the next general assembly. The 
commission is to recommend improvements 
in the insurance laws of the state and espe- ; 
cially uniform policies of insurance. The 
expense of the commission is limited to $16,- 
000. Members receive $10 per day.

Business Men Complain: 


“here is no dissent by Chicago business, 
professional, and manufacturing men that 
the Chicago postoffice should be given all the 
additional help that the“service demands. 
John M. Glenn, secretary of the Illincis Man- 
ufacturers’ association, said the matter prob- 
ably would-be taken up by the difectors of 
that orgenization at their next regular meet- 


ng. 

“ The service in the principal business dis- 
trict, with its six deliveries a day,’’ said Sec- 
retary Glenn, “ is satisfactory enough, but 
other territories where there is but two or 
even one delivery aday should be considered. 
There is a large manufacturing district along 
the north branch that needs more carriers 
and similar conditions prevalil in the manu- 
facturing districts of South Chicago, Blue 
Island, Clybourn Junction, Deering, and iks 
stockyards.”’ 


Delays of Frequent Occurrence. 


W. A. Glasser, superintendent of outgoing 
mail at the First National bank, said: 

‘We send 4,000 or more outgoing letters 
over to the postoffice between 5 and 6 o’clock 
in the afternoon and they are frequently sub- 
jected to much delay, for which we do not 
nola the postoffice clerks responsibie. They 
do as well as they can. They have asked us 
to get the mail over earlier, but it is impos- 
sible to do the correspondence before the close 

of banking hours.”’ 

3. G. King, general manager for Brad- 
street’s, sald: ‘“‘ When the postoffice was in 
the temporary building or the lake front we 
had no trouble with out outgoing mail; which 
is of the most important character, reports 
necessitating prompt delivery. Now we have 
frequent complaints that our mail to St. Louis 
and other places is from one to three days 

We have an average of 2,000 letters a 
da e 

aberiier of the dearth of men at the post- 
office, many of the downtown business houses 
which send out lafgée volumes of printed 
matter, circular letters, and other such mat- 
ter, sort it, place it in bags, and deliver it to 
the postofiice buildings in their own wagons 
in order to save time, Still complaints often 
are heard because of the failure of this mail 
matter to reach its destination in proper ume. 

At Marshall Field & Co.'s wholesale and 
retail houses a system of sorting and arrang- 
ing the mall is used fn ordér to insure the 
best possible service. In addition to this men 
are sent to the postoffice at regular intervals 
to get the incoming mail. 

“The money alreaay expended: for the 
federal building should give to Chicago the 
best of postoffices,"’ said Mr. Holden, super- 
intendent of Marshall Field & Co.'s retail 
store, “‘ But if we haven't got such a post- 
office, and if we haven't enough postal em- 
ployés in the building, there certainly should 
be no trouble in getting the proper appropria- 
tions for additional employés. Chicago is 
the center of the biggest industrial territory 
in the United States, and business houses 
should not be hampered by inadequate postal 
service.’

Congress Not to Blame? 


Representative Overstreet, chairman of the 
committee on postoffices and post roads, said 
' today that if people living in the country 
would think of the important part cities play 

: in their lives, and especially of the necessity 

‘of providing adequate clerical forces in city 
- postoffices, not only to handle local mail but 
, that in surrounding sections, there would be 
i less criticism of congress for authorizing 
adequate help at those offices. Mr. Over- 
street knows from personal inspection of the 
immense volume of mail that daily comes 
‘Into and goes out of the Chicago office; he 
» belleves in giving it all the facilities. it 


actually needs. 


*‘Of course, it costs money for clerks and 

: ‘ facilities,” he added, “ but cities must have 

these things if the country’s business is to 
be transacted properly.” 

Chicago has not stffered by any means 
through failure on the part of its represen 
tives to press these facts upon the posto 
department. Representatives Madden and 
Boutell called at the department several days 
ago and stated plainly it was the clear duty 
of congress to carry out the express will of 
congress. They said the appropriation which 
had been included by congress in the emer- 
gency deficiency act w ntended to provide 
200 additional clerks in Chicago, that only 75 
had been given, and authority for the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Busse should be granted 
without loss of time. It was explained to 
congressmen the policy of the department 
was to increase the force gradually in order 
that the clerks might assimilate properly. 


Madden May Appeal to President. 

*“ You would not know there were seventy- 
five additional clerks in the. building,’’ was 
Mr. Madden's prompt observation. “ What 
we Want Is t authority ‘be sent for the 
employment 
be not done wé will know the reason why." 

There is reason to believe Mr. Madden 
proposes to carry the matter: to the post- 
master general, and, perhaps, to the presi- 
dent, and it is expected he will call at the 
White house tomorrow. 

“It is our intention,” he said “to get all 
the clerks that Chicago needs to handle its 
4mmense postal business. We got an addi- 
tional appropriation for that purpose, and 
if it is not enough we will get more. What 
we want is to have public business transacted 
to suit the people; and we propose*to have 
this done.” 

The postoffice department insists a great 
deal of misunderstanding has arisen in con- 
sequence of the ignorance which prevails 
regarding the purpose of the appropriation 
inserted in the urgerit deficiency bill. It ap- 
pears ‘when Mr. Hitchcock, first assistant 
postmaster general, found he would nothave 
enough funds to take care of the postal bus- 
iness at Chicago and other pointe he com- 
municated with Representative Overstreet 
and told him the urgent deficiency appropria- 
tion of $50,000 would have to be made. Then 
Senator Hopkins introduced'in the senate 
a bill appropriating $60,000 to be used to re- 
lieve the. congestion at the Chicago post- 
office. 


Wary of Precedent. 


Neither the department nor Representative 
Overstreet would permit the passage of the 
bill making an appropriation for Chicago: 
sione, as this would establish a precedent 
which would be taken advantage of by other 
citltes; so an agreement was reached to pass 
an appropriation of $60,000 for general uso. 
'In accordance with this understanding, Mr. 
Hitchcock has been providing additional help 
for those offices which reports received show 
are in as bad condition and In some cities 
are worse off than in Chicago. The bill was 
approved by the president on March 1 and 
immediately authority was granted to Post- 
master Busse to appoint seventy-five extra 
clerks. 

At the time he made this allowance Mr. 


He directed the division of salaries and aés 
owance to make a careful calculation as to 
e number of clerks required to reduce the 
hours of work and was informed sevents- 
five would be ample. But after authorizing 
‘their employment, Mr. Hitchcock still had his 
doubts, and he sent Mr. Waters, chief of the 
division, to Chicago to make an investiga- 
tion. His telegraphic réport received yester- 
day showed that Waters had changed his 
opinion, for he recommended the promotion 
of eighty clerks and the appointment of 
fifty-five additional clerks. Mr. Hitchcock 
approved the recommendation. immediately 
and proposed to give more clerks if they 
are needed. 


Do Not Want Chicago Preferred. 


The .position of the department is exceed- 
ingly awkward, as at Los Angeles, Cal., 
clerks are working fifteen hours daily, and 
in other cities the employés are compelled to 
keep at their tasks several hours more than 
their fellows at the Chicago office. It is sug- 
gested there will be considerable criticism if 
Chicago should be preferred above all the 
other cities. 

In support of the policy of the department 
of gradually increasing @ postoffice force, at~ 
tention was cajled today to ,Postniaster 
Busse’s own reports, which showed the aver- 
age length of 4 working’ day of the men in 
the mailing division at Chicago was in- 
creased by three minutes after the seventy- 
‘five extra hands had entered upon their duty. 
Of course, a8 soon as these men are trained 
and the older employés can resume the ordi- 
nary routine, there will, be a substantial re- 
duction im the length of the working day. 

Mr. Hitchcock has estimated the promotion 
of the eighty clerks and the addition of 130 
clerks to the Chicago force wiJl cost the 
government $86,000 annually. Mr. Snapp has 
taken care of this increase by securing the in- 
-elnsion of an extra $100,000 in the postoffice 
appropriation bill. 

Chicago Gratitude to Snapp. 

Chicago owes a debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Snapp for the energy he has displayed in 
getting the committee, to authorize the ex- 
tension of the pneumatic tube service.

But as soon ase it can 
reach Chicago it is transported usuaily in 
wagons, which do not make more than three 
or four miles an hour. That is absurd. I 
came to the conclusion that the eastest and 
best way to ineure the rapid transportation 
of the mails was to use the tunnels and extend 
the tube service. The former course was 
adopted some time ago and nowW we believe 
econgreas will adopt recommendation of 
the committee and authorize the extension 
of the tube system. 

“So far as the clerical force is coneerned, 
the postoffice committed has agreed to ingert 
a provision for $100,000 In the regular postal 
appropriation bill, which will give permanent 
employment to the extra hamis employed 
under the authority of the urgent deficiency 
act.

Acting under this doctrine, which unde- 
niably is new and strange to our federal 
system, Senator Bailey hes prepared en 
amendment denying to courts inferior to 
the Supreme court the right to issue am in- 
junction suspending a rate passed by the 
interstate commerce commission. 

It is easy to-see that if the Bailey doctrine 
is correct it will be the simplest thing in the 


interetate commerce commission’ without 
any fear of harassing interference by the 
jower courts. Under existing conditions, no 
matter what kind of court’ review provision 
may be inserted in the rate bill, the courts 
below the Supreme court would undoubtedly 
assume the right to issue a preliminary in- 
junction restraining the interstate commerce 
commission from putting Into effect a cer 
tain rate until the court had had an oppor- | 
tunity to determine whether that rate is 
} unfair to the rallroads or not. Pending de- 
‘tiston the oki rates would obtain and the 
railroads, of course, would exhaust the in- | 
genuity of their high priced lawyers to delay 
final decision until the last. possible moment. 


Rayner Espouses New Cause. 

It ig easy to see that if congress constitu- 
tionally can pass a law forbidding the lower 
courts to suspend the action of the interstate 
commerce commission pending decision, the 
burden of hastening that decision would im- 
mediately fall: upon the railroads and. they 
would call in the same high priced lawyers 
to assist them in pushing litigation to a con- 
clusion at the earliest possible moment. — 

Senator Rayner of Maryland, who has 
made one of the best speeches yet delivered 
on. this subject, insists that congress has 
the right to take away a thing it has itself 
created. He points out that cengress has 
made certain courts for certain purposes, and 
that it undeniably can limit the operation of 
those courts in any way it sees fit on the 
theory it might have refrained from creating 
the courts in the first place. The Bailey doc- 
trine is, as accepted by Rayner, that the con- 
stitution intended cally to créate a 
‘| Supreme court. wi unlimited. judicial 
| powers, but that congress was given full au- 
thority not only to create but to contro! and 
Jimit. the operation of all inferior courts. 

On.a decision in the senate regarding the 
constitutionality of the Bailey amendment 
‘an immense amount will depend. If it can be 
passed, and. if it is subsequeritly sustained 
by the courts, ft will give the interstate com- 
merce commission almost autocratic powers. 
All sides tn the senate agree now that under 
the Hepburn bill asit stands the courts have 
the right to suspend a rate and: they will, 
of course, have the same -right .if the 
court review proposition is adopted. Under 
the Bailey amendment the right of suspension 
would: be limited’ to the United States Su- 
preme court, and that court can be reached 
only by processes which are not at all speedy. 


Makes Commission All Powerful. 


It is: easy to.see if the interstate commerce 

commission has a right to fix. a rate which 
will stand until finally upset by the courts 
it will be able to dictate railroad rates and 
fix the price of commodities. Modern meth- 
ods of transportation are such that if a rate 
4 ig put into effect for a few weeks or months 
at a critical time of the year when a certain 
class of merchandise is ready for shipment 
in large quantity the shipper dnd consumer 
alike would get so much benefit and such 
great supplies would be stored up pending 
a décision by the court that even if it did 
result in favor of the railroads the price of 
the commodity would not be affected for a 
long time. 
‘| ‘It «is interesting to note that when -the 
Batley amendment was first broached it was 
@enounced as either revolutionary or absurd 
by most lawyers in congress, but now, after 
considerable time has been given to the 
study of the question, there is significance 
im the fact that many. of the best lawyers 
j-im. both houses, particujarly among the dem- 
ocrats, vzho always: pore as students of tlie 
‘constitution, now are beginning to believe 
there ie at least enough in the Bailey propo- 
sition to make it worthy of consideration. 

This new doctrine is the first thing that 
will-have to be disposed of in the senate be- 
fore ahy progress can be made toward an 
agreement on the general subject of rate 
regulation. 


Acting Professor of English Literature 
at Minnesota University Leaps 
from High Bridge. 


Minneapolis, Minm, March 23.—Arthur Up- 
gon, acting professor of English literature at 
the University of Minnesota, attermmpted sui- 
cide today by leaping from the Tenth avenue 
bridge, 100 feet above the Mississippi. Hie 
thick clothing. kept him afloat till he was 
drawn out alive but unconscious, and taken 
to the city hospital. He still is unconscious. 
No reason ie known for his suicidal attempt, 
though friends suspect it was due to a re- 
ourrence of a severe nervous malady which 
interrupted his work two yearsago. Mr. Up- 
son is about 35 years of age and has done some 
notable literary work. in verse.

Kokomo Woman Takes Sample Medicine

But this “ point’ was not hew, as Judge 
Honoré asserts.

The statute provides that “*‘ amy two or more per- 
sohs or corporations may appear in person or by 
attorney in any Circuit court,’’ ete., “ baving first 
entered into a written agreement (to be entered of 
record) substantially in the following form,"’ ete. 

It is them provided that * such agreement shall 
be signed by the parties in person or by duly author- 
ized attorney in fact,”’ etc. 

While, therefore, the parties may appear by attor- 
ney at law in court, yet the agreement to submit 
constituting the basis of the proceeding and con- 
taining the express stipulation as to a “* tem Gay *° 
decision, or rather “‘ judgment, * is to be signed by 
the parties or. their attorney, in fact. 

Clearly an attorney at law would have no power 
or authority to extend the terms of the submission. 

lf this new point was good as an after- 
thought, it was good when first submitted.

‘That means serious ineon- 
venience and often great loss to hundreds 
or thousands ‘of people—all because the 
postoffice . t is determined to ig- 
nore the neéds of Chicago. 

Conditions in’ the Chicago postoifice are 
frightful now and will be worse soon un- 
leas relief can be had.

It seems difficult to realize that the still 
amazingly youthful Princess Pauline Met- 
ternich, who has just celebrated her sevcen- 
tieth birthday at Vienna, is a daughter-in- 
law of the celebrated Prince Cl Metter- 
nich, chancellor of the Austrian empire dur- 
ing the reign of the first Napoleon, and who 
4 contributed more than any other to his 
‘overthrow. Princess Pauline is a great ad- 
mirer of her Hlustrious father-in-law, is fond 
of discussing him, and having had free access 
to all his papers and assisted her husband, 
the late Prince Richard Metternich, in com- 
piling the great chancellor's memoirs, its 
‘able to speak most interestingly about him. 

According to Princess Pauline, her father- 
in-law, on one occasion, was asked under 
what circumstances Napoleon had impressed 
him most strongly by supremacy and sover- 
elgnty. Metternich, instead of replying, as 
expected, that it was at the famous congress 
of Erfurt, where, at a theatrical perform- 
ance, great monarchs filled the boxes and 
petty sovereigns crowded the parquette 
seats, declared that it was at Compiegne one 
morning, on returning from a drive in the 
forest, that Napoleon had impressed him 
most strongly with the sense of power. 

It geeme that the emperor was standing 
with his back to the fire in one of the big 
salons, perdrating, as was his wont, and ad- 
dressing his remarks to his relatives and 
guests, among whom was Metternich. Being 
hungry, he turned suddenly to Murat and 
exclaimed: 

“Here you, king of Naples! .Go and see 
why we are waiting so long for déjeuner!”’ 

The brilliant and. arrogant Murat left the 
room, and brought back a reply to the effect 
that it would be served in a few minutes, 
adding that there had been @ ‘slight accident. 
A few mome later, the pangs of hunger 
becoming still more acute, Napoleon turned 
to his brother Louis and addressed him thus: 

“Here you, king of Holland! Do go at 
once and find out if we are going to have any 
déjenuer today or not!” 

Louls went and executed the commission 
without a murmur. Metternich was wont 
to assert that, accustomed as he had been 
to the etiquette, pomp, and ceremony with 
which monarchs were always treated at the 
court of Vienna, ‘nothing had startled him 
more than this cool way of Napoleon in send- 
ing reigning kings to the pantry or to the 
kitchen to ascertain why his luncheon had 
been delayed.

With regard to King Louis Napoleon, 
memoirs just published of the first duke of 
Plaisance, who, when Napoleon was first con- 
sul, himself filled the office of second consul, 
confirm the story which has always been cur- 
rent to the effect that Napoleon III. was not 
the son of his mother’s husband It seems 


Plaisance called upon King Louis and Queen 
Hortense at their chateau in the neighbor- 
hood of Paris. On alighting from their car- 
riage they caught sight of a baby Inthe arms 
of ite nurse. It was the prince who died as 
Napoleon III, The duke, after patting the 
child on the cheek, made his way to the 
king’s apartments, the ducness going to those 
of the queen. The duke, on entering the 
king’s presence, complimented him on the 
beauty of his child, whereupon King Louis 
angrily exclaimed: 

‘That is not my child! It never has been 
my child! I am ‘not its father, and tt has 
not a drop of Bonaparte blood in its veins! 
But as it is only a third son and will never 
have any chance of succeeding to my throne 
of Holland or of reigning anywhere else, I 
have not considered it worth while to pro- 
voke afy scandal by publicly repudiating or 
officially denying my paternity of the boy, 
But I pledge you my word of honor that the 
child is no son of mine!’ 

Yet this boy subsequently was to reign, for 
the space of eigiiteen years, not over the 
Netherlands, it is true, but over France.

“The Sleeping Endymion,’ which was dis- 
covered ih the excavations of the villa of 
Hadrian, and until the present reign hgured 
among the treasures of the palace of Haga, 
whence King Oscar caused it to be trans- 
ferred to the national museum of Stockholm. 
King Oscar has never lived at Haga, where 
Gustavus IIL was to haye been murdered, 
instead of at the Stockholm palace, where he 
subsequently was assassinated... But Oscar 
always styles himself “count of Haga’ 
whenever he wishes to use an incognito name 
when traveling abroad.

ROOSEVELT KEEPS UP 
HIS WAR ON RED TAPE. 


President Tells Keep Commission 1 His 


Ideas of. Improving Government's 
Business Methods. 


er : 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—President 
Roosevelt had an informal meeting last Tues- 
day. evening at the redidence of Gifford Pin- 
@hot, chief of the division of forestry, with 
the membere of the Keep commission, The 
commission was appointed a year ago to 
étudy the business. methods of the several 
departments of the*kovernment with a View 
to eyetematizing the work of the departments 
and reducing the amount of “ red tape’’ to 
a minimum. 

After discussing the work of the commis- 
gion and ite achievements up to thie time, 
the president delivered an address tod the 
members, in the course of which he paid a 
tribute to them for their disinterested ef- 
forte to improve the government sérvice. 
His remarks Were made pwhblic today at the 
White house. In part the president said: 

“A year ago I appointed the Keep com- 
mission because I had become convinced thet 
the business methods of our government Were 
by no means abreast of the times, While I 
think there is comparatively little corruption 
in the national governmental service, and 
whilé that little I intend tocut out or have cut 
out through other agencies than yours, it yet 
remaing true that there i# a good deal of 
duplication of work, a good deal.of clumsiness 
of work, and, above all, the inevitable ten- 
dency toward mere bureaucratio methods 
against which every. government official. 
shoulé be perpetually on his guard—the ten- 
dency to regard not the case, but the papers 
in the case as the all important matter with 
which to deal, and to feel a proud sense of 
duty performed if all those papers are ap- 
propriately docketed and referred and miin- 
utes made about them, and then réferred 
back, without regard to what has become of 
the real fact at issue.”’

JURY CENSURESAFLAGMAN

Frank Smith Is Blamed at Inquest Over 
Mrs. E. Walsh and Daughter, Killed 
at Grade Grossing. 


Frank Smith, fagman at the Thirty-third 
#etreet crossing of the Chicago and Wester 
Indiana railway tracks, was censured by 
the coroner’s,jury yesterday for the killing 
of Miss Theresa O'Leary and her mother, 
Mrs. Edward Walsh, 3516 Parnell avenue, 
by a traim March 16. The jury also recom- 
mended that the city council pass an ordi- 
nance to give additional protection to pedes- 
trfans during the work of elevating the 


| tracks at this and other dangerous cross 


ings in the vicinity. 

The verdict placed considerable responsl- 
bil#ty for the fatal eecident upon Smith. 

“We believe that hed Smith been more 
careful in the performance of ‘his duty,” 
the decision read, “the two women would 
not have met death at the crossing.” 

“I had been a flagman only a week,” 
Smith said. “Up to that time: Dl wae a ser. 
tion hand There was eo much smoke along 
thé tracks that I did not see the train ap- 
proaching from the south. I didn’t se the 
other flagman, who is supposed to be on 
duty on the other side of the tracks, either. 
The gates were down when the two women 
came along, but they are down most of the 
time, anyway, to keep teams from passing 
through, except when the crossing is all 
clear. I told the women to hurry up and get 
across, for I felt that something was about 
to happen. I took them up to the Western 
Indiana tracks and left them there, A min» 
ute later the train came and killed them.” 

“Why didn’t you hold them back if the 
gates were down?” asked Deputy Coroner 
Webster. 

‘\I don’t know. You see, so many people 
go by there that ft is hard to keep track of 
them all.”

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HICAGO society is contemplating with es 
pectant thrills the delights of the latest 
sport of the fashionables—ballooning, 
The excitement of speed flights through 
the air has been ‘indulged in by Chica- 
@oans loitering in Paris, and they have 
brought back with them an enthusiasm 
for the game that will find its outlet at 

Lake Forest and Lake Geneva this summer. Balloon- 
ing trips between the two resorts are on the cards, and 
orders are to be placed with prominent French balloon- 
makers for the most approved designs of huge gas bags 
and passenger cars. Those who know say there is noth- 
ing to be compared with the exhilaration of sailing 
across the country high up in the air with no diverting 
thought except the direction of the wind and interest 
in the panorama rapidly unfolding on the earth’s surface 
below. On over lake and mountain, now above fields 
of growing grain, then on over villages and- towns, no 
rules of ‘the road to be mindful of, no need for con- 
stantly keeping one hand on the speeding device, no luck- 
less pedestrian to get In the way, and no bluecoat or 
rural constable to spoil the sport with a trip to the 
station for exceeding the speed laws! 

When Chicagoans take up the game it will not be 
with the balloon of old county fair days. It is obsolete 
and abandoned by the society aerialists, who prefer the 
designs of enthusiasts, intended particularly for long 
flights and the utmost speed. Greyhounds of the air 
they will haye; trim built, but with maximum carrying 
capacity, with the bag of the finest, firmest silk—a 
Balloon that is almost absolutely safe and that will be 
at the control of the operator, unless it penetrates the 
path of a tornado or becomes tangled in the teeth of 
a storm.

Will Not Be Death Traps. 


But even then the belloons for society’s sport are 
mot death traps. Descent can be made practicaliy at 
will and with safety after one knows the ropes and 
which offe to pull at the critical time te open the right 
valve. Naturally, the course of the balloon is largely 
regulated by the direction of the wind, There is no 
motive power, as in airships, but there are many tricks 
of tacking taken from yachting lore that give the bal- 
loonist a leeway in suiting his course to his wishes. 

“The Aero club of Paris is one of the most exclu 
sive in the world.. In addition to the social qualifications 
the applicant for admission must show his nerve, for 
ballooning is not for weaklings, and ascensions by mem- 
bers are tests of daring and pluck. It is the -pioneer 
ballooning organization, and the successful flights which 

have been made by members have added to the impetus 
of the movement in this country. 

A French aeronaut recently attempted a long flight 
in the eastern part of New York state, his intention 
being to cross the Catskill mountains from West Point. 
An adverse air current forced him to abandon the trial, 
but he believes it can be done without difficulty with 
fevorabie conditions; and, with the true ballooning 
spirit, he is going to have another try at it. He landed 
in Kingston as the dusk was deepening. When the huge

Different air levels have different currents of air, and if 
the aeronaut is seeking a more favorable wind direction 
he may pass the cloud level and lose sight of the land- 
marks below, by which he was guiding hig course. He 
then consults a delicate instrument which indicates 
changes in altitude as well as direction, and gives him 
an accurate idea of his progress. Valves controlling 
the yolume of gas in the bag and ballast in the car are 
depended on for rising and descending.

Will Be Expensive Fad. 


The main valve is operated by a rope, and through 
its use the contents of the bag can be regulated to just 
the point desired. As the san@bag ballast is thrown 
from the car*the balloon rises; as the gas is released it 
falls. Should sudden descent become imperative and the 
main valve not be adequate in getting the gas out, there 
is an emergency coritrivance known as the ripping strip, 
which has the desired effect tmmediately, but at a con- 
siderable expense for repairs. Speaking of repairs, the

The French have always 
been leaders in ballooning, and in the early days ascen- 
sions generally were made by men of this nationality.

The stock company actor and actress. do not 
have the hard traveling that falls. to the lot of their 
brethren and sisters of the road company, but between 
daily rehearsals and the weekly routine’ of perform- 
ances their lot is by no means the idyllic one it is 
supposed to be by the laity. When the late sitters 
are about. ready. to sink into slumbers more or less 
dreamiess, the alarm clocks of the -stock actor and 
actress begin to get busy. 

‘ Instantly the covers are thrown aside and the al- 
ready weary Thespian hastily puts on. his clothes, 


swallows an egg. drinks a cup of nearly coffee, and the hero how ‘to show by’ word, look, and gesture his /

In Europe 
anything attached to a wall is liable to be a”tele- 
phone. 

Qn the whole; I think. our telephone system is 
superior to that of any foreign cities. Our tele- 
phone girls have larger vocabularies, for one thing. 
In' England the “hello” is never used. When an 
Englishman gathers up the ponderous contrivance 

d fits it ‘against his head he asks; “Are you 
there?” If the other man answers “No,” that 
stops the whole conversation. 

Travelers throughotst the world should rise up 
and unite in a yote of thanks to whoever. it was 
that abolished thé upper berth in the newer boats. 
Mohammed's coffin, suspended in mid air, must 
have been a‘ cheery ‘and * satisfactory bunk com- 
pared with the ordinary upper berth. Only a 
trained athlete can climb into one of them. The 
woodwork that you embrace and rub your legs 
against as you struggle upward is cold. When you 
fall. into the clammy sheets you are only about six 
inches from the ceiling. In the early morning the 
sailors scrub the deck just ' overhead; and-you feel 
as if you were getting a shampoo. The aerial sar- 
cophagus“is..built deep, like a trough, so that the 
prisoner cannot roll out during the night. It is 
narrow, and the man who is addicted to the habit 
of “ spraddling”’ feels as if he were tied hand and 
foot. . 
In nearly all of the staterooms of the new boat 
there were no-wupper berths, and the lower ones 
were wide atid springy—they were almost beds, and 
a bed on board ship is something that for years has 
been reserved as the special luxury: of the mil- 
lionaire. 

We really had ‘on board the daily paper, the 
gymnasium, the florist; the bureau of information, 
the manicure parlor, and other adjuncts of sea- 
going that would have been regarded as fanciful 
dreams ten years ago. .Next to the elevators the 
most novel feature of the new kind of liners is the 
a la carte restaurant. It was on the kaiser deck. 
The topmost deck was called the “ kaiser,” to indi- 
cate that he ranked next to the heavenly bodies in 
general _importance. The old names. of “ upper 
deck,” “promenade deck,” “main deck,” and 
“lowet deck” cannot be applied to one -of these 
new fangled monsters. Next below the kaiser deck 
came the Washington deck, then the Roosevelt 
deck, then the Cleveland deck, then the Franklin 
deck, and after that_a lower deck and several more 
that did not concern the passengers living in the 
upper stories. 

The restaurant was forward on the kaiser deck 
—a gorgeous pocket’ edition of Sherry’s or Del- 
monico’s in New York, the Carlton in London, or 
the Ritz in Paris. Formerly on the north Atlantic, 
and especially during the winter season, the only 
persons. who dressed for dinner were misguided 
Englishmen, who would rather take a chance on 
pneumonia than violate any of their national tradi- 
tions. The new type of steamer is housed in and 
steam heated, and all the people who dined in the 
glittering restaurant, far from the common horde 


of the main dining saloon, were attired to the-limit. 
The usual Hungarian orchestra played hurrah mu- - 
sic, and what with the Swiss waiters and the cande- 
labra, the fresh caviar and other luxuries of high 
living, it ‘was difficult for one to realize that he was 
riding .on the high seas at the most inclement sea- 
son of the year. 

Fifth avenue—even to the 
check. 

On the sinics | met an old friend—Mr.

The conditions of married life “beck of the yards 
do not differ materially,;from those prevailing in the 
single state, with the exception of @n earnest antag- 
onism to race suicide and apparently an overwhelming 
desire to please President Roosevelt in this direction. 
True, there is an indifference to surroundings that 
would drive the average American housekeeper to a 
suburb or a hotel; the ducks which figure prominently 
on the table are rai in the kitchen. Sod are the

The quacking of the fowls is the lullaby of the infants, 
and the insanitary result of this strange commingling 
is not looked upon as a matter of serious concern. 

Hearts are hospitable “back of the yards,” but the 
table manners of hosts vary from the Anglo-Saxon 
standards. Rather is it a survival of the primeval 
days, when good form was unknown and the satisfaction 
of an empty stomach the only consideration. Hobos 
have invented a word—*Mulligan’’—which means 4 
stew made of the fruits of plundering raids on nearby 
smokehouses, chicken coops, and gardens. Probably 
somewhere in the vocabulary of the “ back of the yards” 
peoples theré is a synonym in speech as there is in 
preparation. 

Picture, if you will, a group of a dozen and a half 
around a table. In the center is a huge bowl], steam- 
ing, and sending forth suvyory odors from the different 
meats and vegétables. Knives and forks are either 
Obsolete or have not yet arrived; at any rate, they 
are eonspicuously absent.

Long Engagements Are Unknown. 


They mate early “back of the yards,” and 16 year 
ol4 brides are commonplace. Long engagements are 
unknown, and the wedding follows the betrothal with 
a *week or fortnight intervening. Always the event is 
on’ either Saturday or Sunday, because these are days 
of rest, and it is possible to have all one’s friends pres- 
ent, and, as will be seen, this is a matter not onty of 
delight but also of dollars. 

On the appointed day the groom, his attefidant, and 
friends of both parties gather at the home of the bride. 
Soon there is heard the strident blare of the band. The 
bride and groom join immediately behind the musi- 
olans; back of them come the parente, relatives, and at- 
tendants, and then the guests. 

The procession to the church is one of triumph for 
the bride and envy on the part of her girl friends. When 
the priest has made them man and wife the procession 
is reformed for the march to the photographer’s. The 
“back of the yards” bride would as soon dispense with, 
the benefit of clergy as with the camera man. From 
the pilétureé gallery—"artist’s studio” is a phrase un- 
knowi—thé destination is the dance room back of the 
saloon, where the reception and merrymaking is to take 
place.

Weddings Excuse for Mach Revelry. 

Wheré ¢iviligation has touched primeval savagery 
and put its disapproval on the ecanty costume first 
given vogue by Mother Eve, the raiment of brides is 
convesitionally the same; but the manner of the wed- 
ding is a matter of geography.

Lacking comprehension of American ways and lows,

Each nationality has ite leaders, but the 
predominance of Lithuanians makes the king of| ae 
Lithuania the diggest man in the district. He 

the palm of his hand the political destinies of be 
Twenty-ninth ward, and he controls the actions of his 
countrymen. Stanislaus Marcinkiewicz is a young man, 
his years perhaps number 36, and he is king. To the 
outsider the sign on his office window would indicate 
nothing except that he and his partner handle real es- 
tate loans, write foreign exchange, sell steamship tick- 
ets, and have a line of fire insurance companies to rep< 
resent. The fact that the office is ®ack of a bank in 
itself carries no particular informasgion;: it is the nat- 
ural lecation for a business’ of this kind. But at his 
worl the savings department of the bank increases its 
deposits by thousands of dollars. He is the person in 
authority to the tens of thousands of Lithuanians in 
the district. For spiritual advice they go to the priest, 
but In temporgl affairs Marcinigiewicz is supreme, and 
there is no disposition to appeal from his findings.

In the goad ol4 days before “Tom” Carey’s fortune 
assumed proportions that made retirement from politics 
and business an assured prospect he.was close to the 
kine. Carey’s astuteness in the game of politics cannot 
be denied, and he realized the process of transforma- 
tion of the ward from a stronghold of Inish and Ger- 
mans to one of other maces. Realiging, he planned ac- 
cordingly. and kept in touch with the leaders who could 
deliver the goods on election day; Naturally, it ds quite 
probable that there was no other consideration ¢xcept 
friemiship and appreciation of Carey’s untiring efforts 
to secure for the ‘ward all possible advantages and im- 

There is never any consideration other 
than those mentioned, and they spring from the public 
spirit which lures a man from the cares and responsi- 
bilities of busirfess life to a sacrificial career as a city 
father. But Carey has abdicated, and fis political 
heirs have divided into five factions, none of which 
controls any definite part of the former organization. 
Carey's legatee has for an opponent a young Pole who 
Was born and raised in the wand, who kriows the peo- 
plee there, and who. it is anderstood, has the support 
ef the king of Little Lithuania. Therefore, when elec- 
tion day arrives, the odds in the betting will be indit- 
ative of the futility of trying to win out when the 
allegiance of the king is lacking. 
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King’s Daties Are Manifold. 

The king and the princes of Little Lithuania have 
manifold duties. In addition to the tasks outhined there 
hre letters to be written home, and the sheep herders 
of the hills of TAthuania, with their Drothers from Slo- 
vak and Poland, had scant schooling. It is necessary 
that some one graciously put into writing the thoughts 
to be conveyed, and this the king does. A service, no 
matter how small, has its price, which the subjects of 
the king pay willingly. Next to King Marcinkiewics is

The firat named 
has had expérience in municipal politics and is attached 
to the city attorney's office in the capacNMty of inves- 
tigator. He is the adviser and friend of his people 
and has their confidence.

At dhe intersection of Forty- 
fifth and Loomis streets and Gross avenue is 4 surviving 
lan@mark of the old days when the Irish lags were the 
terrors “back of the yards.” The old time Feisignas 
tion has stuck, and it is known as “ Whisky ‘Point,” 
from the flact that on the three corners are saloons. 
Though remote from the entrance to the stockyards on 
Halsted street, and remioved from the center of the 
district, they still retain their distinctive class of pat- 
ronage and are apart from the resorts run by the 
usurping foreigners. 
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Five Cenis Treats the Crowd. 


“Whisky row” is a solid bine of saloons extending for 
a block and a half on Ashland avenue, between Fortieth 
and Férty-second streets. It ts the “can beer” sec- 
tion, where the growler is rushed for consumption h: 
the saloon. A lone, lonesome nickel is sufficient to buy 
for the crowd. The spender hooks up a pail from a 
table, passes it over to the barkeeper with the small 
coin, and gets back a pint of beer and passes it to his 
friends. When the can is empty some other convivial 
soul digs up another 5 cent piece and the operation is 
repeated. A man who looks like 30 cents in the loop 
district can acquire a “picturesque jag with the change 
on “ Whisky row.” 

The “Madhotise” at 4017 Ashland avenue ds typ- 
ical, though perhaps it is a bit fiercer in its tradi- 
tions, or it would not have been singled owt and given 
the sobriquet it bears. There is nothing of the gilded 
haunt of sin here: the aspect is brutal in its bareness. 
On the window are signs in English and Ldthuanian 
prodiaiming the fact that “ booze "te for sale within. 
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Maids, Matrons, Men, Babies, and Beer. 
The floor is covered with sawdust, and the mirror back 
of the bar is decorated with fanoiful pictures of an 
Aubrey Beardsley weirdness done by some peripatetic 
artist with a crayon of soap. Incidentally, it may be 
remarked that this is the only evidence of the virtue 
next to godliness in the place. 


Pails are on the-tables and babies on the floor. 


Young girls ‘un. finery for sweethearts, and matroms with 
the frowziness of indifference are drinking beer. Back 
in the dancing room in the half gloom are men and 
maids sitting close and enjoying the spooning period. 
The man behind the bar is the proprietor, and the little 
woman, who also serves the customers, is his wife. 
Through ‘the side door entrance is possible to the lodging 
house adjunct. Here ‘the air is blue with smoke, and 
sensitive niostrils are assailed with a variety of odors 
that defy classification. The little apartment is sub- 
divided into cubbyhole rooms, set apart for married 
people, while along the walls are bunks of boards, 
trunks, and cots, with a single iron bed. The room is 
crowded with tenants, all of whom are trying to explain 
to the police officers thait there is no cause for the in- 
trusion. Toddlers add to the din with their wailings, 
and to the ordinary mathematician it is an unsolvable 
problem how they can all sleep in the restricted space. 
But they do.

In the summer of 1905 the bath habit almost ob- 
tained a foothold in the district. The little bird says 
that mothers adopt the arctic custom o? sewing up the 
children’s garments in the fall’and the ripping process 
does not take place until spring. If the statement is 
erroneous the blame belongs to the little bird. But if 
the census taker includes in his maze of questions one 
of enumeration of bath tubs he will not have to go intc 
intricate or extensive figures. The opéning of Davis 
Square park last May made immersion popular. The 
records show that fn fivé months the total baths amount- 
ed to 101,584. For a time ft was fashionable “back 
of the yanids’”’ to drop into the baths on the way homeé 
from work and plunge into the pool. But with the 
advent of winter the vogue apparently ceased, and, 
while seme of the meh and women still cling to the 
idea as an excéeHent one, KH is by no means generally 
observed. .The parks (theré are two in the ward, due 
to the statesmanship of Ald. Carey) are the playgrounds 
of Little Lithuania. On summer days mothers and 
thefr babes spend their leisure here, where there is a bit 
of grass and sand for the children to play in to their 
hearts’ content, Swings have been provided, and every 
facility is afforded for healthy enjoyment.

Children: Are Eager to Learn. 


There is room In the spacious grounds for thousands, 
and the advantage is appreciated. In the winter the Mu- 
nicipal Ant league and the University of Chicago settle- 
ment house jointly provide the entertainment, There are 
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illustrated dectures on ftries and customs, and 
panties for the settlement holise classes. 
But it is all In English, consequently it only draws 


those who have been intthe country long enough to un- 


derstand the language. The branch of the city Ifbrary 
maintained at the park teas no books in the tongues 
of the peoples of the district. Only Englieh works 
are permitted, and those who cannot understand the 
text must be content to read: the pictures. The chfl- 
dren of immigrants learn Enghsh in the schools, and 
as they grow to the age of understanding and appre- 
olation they dip deep into the resources of the library. 
The attendants direct the reading to fit the absorbent 
ability of the boy or girl and endeavor in this way to 
give them an intelligent insight into the lMterature. of 
the id of their adoption. .During the winter months 
the yo 
and ena te an eagerness and craving that argues well 
for the success of their transformation into American 
citizens. But their transformation concerns the ward 
only’ indirectly, for it Is a recognized fact that with 
understanding of Chicago and ite ways comes an ambi- 


. tion to get away from “back of the yards,” and to find 


employment in other parts of the city. When the Slav 
lad attains that period where he can appreciate and 
understand the hooks that American Soys Mke, he is 
himself an American. By this time the language of 
the country is his vehicle for expression except in the 
home, and even there he is encouraged In its use that 
the parents may add to their limited vocabulary through 
his assistance.

Their 
efforts are for betterment both mentally and phys- 
ically, and thelr particular black beast is “the 
dumps.” Since the establishment of the modest set- 
tlement house in Ashland avenue some dogen years or 
so ago, long before the present artistic home was 
dreamed of, much léss attained, they have fought “the 
dumps.” “Back of the yards” is primarily a section 
of smells, and those emanating from 
blend with the odors from the soap factories and fer- 
tilizer works ‘in the yards to produce an effect that 
defies duplication anywhere under the sun.

Plays One Part; Stadies Another. 

“ A new play each week "’ is the rule at the 
Bush Temple theater. Occasionally — or 
rather semi-occastonally—a play stays two 
weeks. These are red letter days for thecom- 
pany. 
which to rehearse the next production, a 
luxury for which stock players are duly 
thankful. But usually a new play comes with 
each Monday night, and :with the beginning 
of the week's performance begins ilkewise 
the rehearsals for next week's “‘ work."" For 
work it is, and nothing else. 

* Acting ”’ is only part of the week's work. 
The rehearsals are the things that count. 


Its members then have two weeks in. 


To learn her part for a performance while 
she is actwally playing another one is a test 
which possibly no one but a trained, experi- 
enced, work hardened stock company actress 
could successtully attempt with a hope of 
lasting through a long, hard season. Be- 
ginning Tuesday morning at 10 and continu- 
ing through each day in the week she must 
study or rehearse during every momient of 
her available time. 

Upon the leading woman of a stock com- 
pany falls the brunt of the company’s work. 
The supporting players often appear for only 
ome scene, and frequently the scene is of 
only a few moments’ duration. Then their 
work is through for the evening or afternoon, 
as the case may be. To the leading lady in- 
variably is assigned the most important and, 
at the same time, the most onerous part in 
a piece. While the other players may be in 
their dressing rooms resting beigreen cues 
she usually is on the stage, or in the wings 
waiting for her cue to go on. 

The support may have 100 words to memor- 
ize. The principal often has a small sised 
novel to commit:to memory before she is

ready to go on for the opening night. The 
support may have little or nothing in the 
way of emotional playing. The leading wom- 
an alwaye is called upon to give way to her 
emotions at least once during the night, and 
it is “‘ emotional acting” that tires the play- 
er and leaves her limp and wearied at-the end 
of a play. 

Miss Keim freely confesses that not- in- 
frequently after a matinée she comés to her 
home so tired that she is quite certain that 
leaving again for the evening performance 
ie totally out of the question. But ‘the dis- 
cipline of the stage is gevere and effective. 
As the time for leaving comes she somehow 
manages to bring herself to the point: where 


she can think of leaving. And when the. 


cue comes for her to go on she is always on 
hand to respond. 

There ig no understudy for her to rely 
upon in case of sickness or indisposition. 
As she says herself, she simply cannot get 
sick, for there would be nobody to take her
